General Grant in Glasgow.

OmoAQO, October Ist.-The Tribune's 
New York special says; A Ghvsgow 
correspondeut.writiug of Ex-PresiiJeut 
Grant iu Scotlaud, says: The most 
entliusiastio reception was given at 
Glasgow. At tbo banquet tbo Lord 
Provost announced that tbero were no 
reporters i^reseut, in order tbat ovory- 
body could feci perfectly free. In 
speaking, Ger.. GiaiiL, on this account 
probably luade the longest Hpcocli of 
his life, and the Lord Provost was 
finally, at the end of the feast, persua- 
ded to yield bis position against news- 
paper enterprise. The speech of Gen. 
GrautjWas brought about by the speech 
of Mr. Auderso^u, Al. r., wherein ho 
charged that the United States bad 
gained a victory over Great Britain in 
the creation of the Geneva Arbitration. 
In view of the fact that the United 
States had completed the distribution 
of the award, and bad .?S,000,000 left 
after all claims had been satisliod, ho 
would be pleased to see the American 
Government return that amoimtin the 
interests of concord and thorough 
amity. This was said in a half earnest, 
half joking way, but was met with 
"Hear!" "Hear!" all along the table. 
General Grant, iu reply, said he had a 
great deal to do with the negotiation.s 
concerning the Washington treafcy.and 
hod -always felt that Lis Government 
had yielded too much to Great Britain 
in that matter. He vras determined 

; from the first that, if possible, the 
experiment of peaceful arbitration 
should prevail. Ho said: "Though I 
may not live to see the general 
settlement of national disputes by 
arbitration, it will not bo very many 
years before that system of settleujeat 
will be adopted, iiud the immense stand- 
ing armies tbat are depressing Europe 
by their great oxpenso v.ill be disbau- 
iled, and the arts of war almost forgot- 
ten in the general dcvotiou of the 
people to the development of peaceful 
industries. I want to see-aud believe I 
will — Great Britain, and United States 
and Canada, joined with a common 
purpose in the advaucemcnt of civiliza- 
tion — an invincible community of 

^i^EDglish-speakiug nations that all the 
world beside could not conquer. There 
was one point in connection with that 
f .(fatter which I was glad was yielded— 

. '-ii^hatiWas the indirect damage claim. I 
'■^for-nlwnys opposed to it, because I 
Mored the future cunsequenccs of such 
a demand. In auy future arbitration wo 
would have been placed at a groat 
disadvantage by its allowance. After 
that was settled we made our other do- 
inauds, and you made yours. It was a 
long time before tlio Joiut High Com- 
mission came together, but each side 
■ yielded until about as good a treaty as 
•'^yie could expect to get was completed. 
We yielded more than we intended to 
yield, but had gone so far into the business 
of doing what wo advocated, tliatnino- 
tentha of our people had no desire to 
recede. Wo did not want war or even 
a new arbitration. Wo had been satisfied 
with the former, and the latter meant 
delay. We wanted the question settled 
. peacefully atonce and forever. "General 
Grant explained as to the eight millions 
surplus, and said: "Congress will 
legislate further in the matter, and the 
money will be distributed to rightful 
claimants, so that it will not bo neces- 
sary to discuss the question of return- 
ing it to Great Britain." 

The speech was loudly applauded, 
by no one moro thuu by ?.lr. Audor- 
Bon.

The Talk of Intervention.

There wore imported into this city from 
Oregon last woek two thousanil biirrols of 
flour to satisfy tbo Htomach-pravings of 
big and little Columbians for the staff oi 
life. Laid down Lore the cost of Iho 
2000 barrels is §14,000. Is not that a 
pretty large tribute to pay to a foreign 
State "for an arWole of everyday cpnaump- 
tion that can be just as well grovrn hero 
as in Oregon ? Suppose the importations 
to average 2000 barrels of flour a week for 
one year. In fifty-two weeks the Provinco 
would have bought 104,000 barrels, wortli 
$728,000, from Oregon farmots. More 
than one-half the entire gold product of 
the country would be aont out to enrich a 
foreign people who take precious good 
care that not a kernel of wheat shall enter 
their ports from a British Columbia port 
without being subjected to a hfiivy 
duty that is in effect prohibitive. 
Fortunately, the past was an exceptional 
week. Did the Prorinoe require 2,000 
barrels of foreign flour eaoli week' to sup 
ply local demand we should begin to 
think that we were on the edge of another 
financial precipice— that the ruinous days 
of 1864 and 1865 were about to revisit us 
in an intensified form. Tbo importntiou 
is happily much loss than 2;000 barrels 
per week; but it is novertholosa sulllcieutly 
large at any time to alarm the most in 
dififerent British Columbian. Thoro is 
Bullicient valuable land on the island 
to prodace a very large quantity 
of wheat. There need bo no fears 
entertained of a drought. Land away 
from the cities is nut high and when once 
cleared of trees aud underbrush is as rich 
as the best land iu Outario. During the 
past few years the area of cleared land on 
the Island haa been considerably eelarg- 
ed. The expense of clearing is heavy ;bnt 
each year we can detect whilst driving 
through the districts adjacent to the Capi- 
tal tracts brougbt under cultivation that 
the year before were covered with forest 
or swamp. Thece Gvidenceiv of progress 
are very encouraging. They show that 
the population is becoming settled and 
stable iu its pursuits, and that an earnest 
and determined effort is being made to 
improve tbe opportunities that Nature has 
placed within the reach of all who may 
wish to grasp them. Nothing ^YOuld af- 
ford ns greater pleasure than to be enabl- 
ed to say tbat British Columbia is in a 
position to feet! herself with all the prime 
necessaries of life;— that taking advantage 
of a generous soil and improved api)li- 
ances for promoling agriculture, the 
farmers of the country had resolved that 
tbe local markets belong by right of set- 
tlement to them and that they mean 
henceforth to enjoy them. There are 
Boveral ways of attaining this end; and 
we do not hesitate to say that wore a \viso 
and discriminating tarill" placed on im- 
ported product) — not a tarill' that would bo 
prohibitive, for that would foster monop- 
ly; but one aafBoient to enooucage home 
growth and manufaotare, the country 
would be benefitted. The absence of 
such a taritr bas been and is tho cause 
of many of tho evils with which ogricul- 
turlists have had to contend in the past; 
but all are not attributable to that cause. 
Few, if any, of the early immigrants came 
to stay— to make this country tbeiir future 
home; to settle do-wn and act as if thi'y 
intended to remain here two or three 
hundred years. They sought rapid fur- 
tunes at the mines, and when they found 
that goldmining was a lottery in which 
there are many blanks few had tho cour- 
age to take a piece of land and try and woo 
the fickle goddess by other methods. 
Most of those who did have had no reason 
to regret the step. They have progressed 
— slowly, it is true— but still they hare 
forged ahead, and now they have stock, 
and tho land is cleared, and drained niut 
fenced, and every year there is a certainty 
of good crops and fair prices. Now, who 
are wanted here ? More farmers to clo.r 
and till tho land to grow wheat iu sufli- 
cient quantity to supply the towns and 
cities of tho coast with Proviuciul giowu 
bread, and who with their votes and in- 
fluence will strive to obtaia auoh protec- 
tion for Provincial products from tho. in- 
Toads of foreign products as will' knock 
the lattoT clear out of tho marliot. Two 
thousand barrels of iloiir, on which duty, 
freight and cost of handling have been 
paid, imported iu one week; aud some 
jjeople are silly enough to say that a Hour 
mill on tho island will not pay. Well, 
wo are glad to know thai two enterprising 
citizens iiavo determined to put that state- 
ment to the test at Saauich, and should 
they make the enterprise pay others stand 
ready to follow their example. Tunii' or 
no tariff, so'far as flour i.s concerned, there 
onght not to be a single barrel iiu|)orted 
into thi3"gloriou8 rroviuco" from Urogou. 
We can certainly compote with Oregon in 
that one article, as well as in fresh meats, 
(Our spexjial correspoudent'a letter from 
Walla Walla tho other day showed that 
the wheat from which tbe flour imported 
here is made (owing to the peculiarities of 
tihe navigation of tho Upper Columbia) 
lias to be handled nine limes before it can 
iroaoli Portland! Surely, as it is weighted 
down with that terrible expense Oregon 
flour must suon take a back seat in the 
British Columbia market.

The kind of people who will not act 
when action might be effective, ar« gener- 
ally tho readiest to make-believe that they 
wish to act when action can be of no pos- 
sible uso. Wo are grateful to Lord Der- 
by for knocking on the heaBJ 'with » little" 
of that lucid good-sense which he ban al- 
ways command when it is desirable to 
find a reaoon for keeping quiet, the feeble 
ind fussy talk of our loading journal (lur- 
ing the last week about intervention. 
Lord Derby sees that these head-shakois 
over tho horrors of this bloody war do not 
see,— that intervention now would mean 
_ i-eat deal more respoasibility, a great 
do~il more risk, a great deal more lirni- 
ss, a great deal more exertion of posi- 
tive strength, than it would havo meant 
at tho time of the Conference, when inter- 
vention was really feasible, and might 
have secured another long interval of 
res t , But there are never ;wantdiig people 
who, the moment they have succeeded in 
Htiiving otr tho necessity for dooisivo ac- 
tion, begin to laiuoutover thoconsoquonco 
of their own indecision,- not in tho least 
recognizing it as tho consequences of that 
indecision, — and to make as though they 
would like to meddle at the most danger- 
ous moment iu the very affair from which 
when thoy had real power to influence the 
result, they withdrew themselves in dread 
aud dismay. Last January, if the neu- 
tral Powers had chosen to support Rus- 
sia lirmly, they might not only have dic- 
tated terms to Turkey, but havo avoided 
any change conducing to Russian aggran- 
disement. It was determined by all the 
neutral Powers, and by none of them 
with so mtich pereinptoriness as was dis 
played by England, that no assistance 
should bo given to Russia in settling the 
Eastern Question at that time, when 
concert of Europe, with a determined 
threat of force behind it, would have pre- 
vented all this bloodshed, and secured 
for tho Christian subjects of Turkey at 
least a measure of protection against tho 
Government which should bo their guar 
diau, and is their worst foe. But as it 
was determined in the new year that this 
Ijeaceful intervention should not take 
place, it is worse than trifling to seize, of 
all moments, tho moment when interven- 
tion is most hopeless, — aud if even it 
could be pressed, would involve more 
fores and peril and cost than at any other 
period since the war began, — to maunder 
i^bout it. At the present time, neither of 
tbo two great combatants has got sulli 
ciently tho better or sufliciently the worse 
of the fray to render it possible that 
tervention could be permitted with duo 
regard even tn tho feeling of ita own sub 
jeots. What would the inf uriatq^ Mua 
Bulmans, who have bpen called out to 
fight in tho name of the Prophetj say to a 
l)eaco patched up while the Russians were 
still in tho occupation of a Turkish pro 
viuco and a 'Turkish fortress, and hadsuf 
ferod no defeat from their arms ? _ What 
would the subjects of the Czar say if,after 
calling on tho Russian peasantry to 
shed their blood on behalf of their injur 
ed Bulgarian brethren, he were, at the 
invitation of States which have professed 
their absolute resolve not to risk anything 
in tho mutter, to retir« from the contest 
not only without solving the problem ho 
hud set himself to i»olve, bat without even 
strenuously using' the help he had called 
forth, without success, without defeat 
without triumph and without disaster 
Such a course would be fur more impos 
siblo to Russia than it was to hold bac' 
from the declaration of war iu April, and 
that, as we all know, was itself impos 
siblo. To tell a great people that their 
blood has been poured ont actually for 
nothing, and yet that they have not been 
defeated, — that they have not gaiued thoir 
end, and not lost it, but that they are to 
giveitjap because tho battle has been 
tierce, i8# j)roposal which a newpaper, o' 
course, may • ,09,lmly put forth,— since 
the first idea wbioh occnrs to hesitating 
readers is that something shoi^ld be done 
to stop the struggle, — but which the jru 
ler of either of tho combatant nations 
would not even look at. Lord Derby» is 
talking very obvious sense indeed whe 
ho says, "I don't think that the present 
moment is favorable for the intorpoaitio 
of third parties iu tho interests of peace 
Why, you might just as woU have tried to 
intervene in the Frauoo-German waraftor 
tho battle of Worth. Indeed, when once 
tho deadly appeal to force has been made, 
it is not even desirable to try and make a 
truce till inhere is something of moral con- 
viction on both aides tbat the struggle is 
virtually ended. Afior that, oven if tho 
worso cause triumphs, there js at least a 
period of paralysis and resignation, whicji 
makes ariungements more or less perma- 
nent possible. But with the passions of 
both sides fqlly inflamed, and no decisive 
result obtaiued, no result which might 
not bo construed in op[)o«ito senses on the 
(ipijosile sides, intervention e7cn if, par 
impu^siliile, it could auceeod, would o^ily 
succeed iu restoring a 8tati3 of suspense, 
find not a state of even provisional calm. 

Tho truth is that these febrile and fee- 
ble suggestions of intervontion are made, 
not because there is any sense iu thom, at 
the pruaout niomont, but bocauso shoclied 
bystuuilers like to hear a word uttered 
which contains something soothing for 
their nerwas, Tho Prass of a free coun- 
try is quite a* of ten animated by the wish 
to give a plauaiblo tppearnnce to notions 
which overyoiio is earnestly but hopeless- 
ly eulertiiining, as by tho wish. (,9 throw 
any light on the duties of tho country. 
Half a million of people probably go about 
their businet^s with a aeuse of less discom- 
fort, becauBo ,tho |2%9es has 8n|geBted in 
its leader "proposals of mediation." You 
might just as v,m>1), it is truo, talk of Rna 
sia and Turkey tossing up for Bulgaria, 
for anything that, at a time like this, me- 
diation can mean, if, as Lord Derby says, 
any neutral just now w'ero to go in ser- 
iously for pplling theao combatants." out 
of the ditch/' (tbe immouse probability is 
that that neutral would be pulled into it. 
But of course, when 'i)rojiosq,ls of media- 
tion' arc talk' d of, nothing earnest is real- 
ly meant. The iihraso is a sedative for 
ICiiglish sympathies, not a stimulus for 
English w;ll-<. Wo Engliflli ore not, and 
perhapB neyer havo been, eager to hear 
unreal panegyrics , on oviraelves; w9 do not 
caro to hear ouiselvos "cracked up"; ra- 
ther do wo like to hear tho most oiVoctivo 
exposure of our imbecilities; but thors 
are more modost little make-belioTOs of our 
Press, which wo thoroughly enjoy, and 
nothing more than any coUootion of phrases 
which gives us at ono ond the same time 
tho assurance that wo shall bo out of tho 
conflict, (lud yet that in some mysteriouB 
manner wo are exercising what people ar»> 
pleased to call a 'moral iufluopce' in set- 
lling itH issues. And that.is preQiaoly tho 
oireut which tho suggestion of mediation 
always brings with it. Mediation both 
looks influential and sonnds safe. It 
eatiiifies the »lightly-tretibl«d humanity 



of those who study tho numbers of the 
killed and wounded on both sides, and it 
riiisoa no kind of an.'cioty for ourselves. 
But that is just the rea.sou why wo object 
to suoh hollow talk. If wo are to leave 
this stern struggle to others, lot us rcaliso 
clearly that wo are doing so; that wo are 
sacrificing nothing and intend to sacrifico 
nothing, for tho welfare of the luisorablo 
subjects of tho Turks— that wo aro sacri-_ 
fioing nothing, and intend to sacrilieo 
nothing, for the curbing of what is sup- 
posed to bo tho in.siitiablo ambition of 
llussia. As for any H .ch iuterpositii-n as 
Lord Derby, though lio sensibly and 
heartily repudiates it for tho present, ap- 
pears to foreshadow for the future, it is, 
we suspect, a rubbishy kind of thing. If 
"ndeed at any time wo slinuld bo prepared 
to make war rather tliau allow a particular 
issue, then it would moan soinethiiig. 
But an that is not now iirobable — as it 
would seem that whatever wo recommend 
we shall back uja only by words— our 
mediation is never likely to be of any im- 
portancie; and for our own parts, we do 
not very well know why wo gloat over tho 
possibility of it, as if it would (.am us tlio 
blessing pronounced on tho pcaeo-iiiakers. 
No jieaco is lik-ely to be really mada by 
any power iu Euroiin which hiu; not the 
.slightest intention of riskill^' anything for 
thiit making, of that peace. Treaties which 
wo sign, while we aro exiilaiuiug that wo 
menu nothing by tliciu, never yet luado a 
peace, though they may have been the 
excuses put forward by powers that were 
not ready to go to war, for not going to 
war.- ... 'v

Our citizens are quafling cleop draughts 
of Bublimo music, where before tlioy had 
but. sippoil. Tlio Rioliiugs -Bernard oom- 
iwuy have spraug at onco into popular fa- 
vor. "Martlia" waa suocossful; but "II 
Trovatoro" was donblj' so. The bouso 
■was crowded by a cultivated and critical 
audience, aud tho faultless, brilliant, 
maguiticent rendering, of tho opera 
raised enthusiasm to tlio higliost pitch. 
The solos and dueta irere^rapturoHaly 
cheered, and several wore encored. Mmo. 
Eichings-Boriiard toot the character of 
Lonora, and words tail ns iu attomjjting 
to describe tlix3 interest slui awakened, the 
deep symi^ftthy for the unfortunate heroine 
she evoked, uud tiio l>'!uuuful manner in 
which she threw her splendid voice into 
tho pait.

Lo.NDON, Oct. 17. — Gen. Q-faiat was 
eutortaiued at a banquet afc Birming 
ham thi.s evening, the Mayor presiding 
Mr. John Brougham sent a letter re^ 
grettiiig his abseuco, but Expressed 
hia confidence that Geu. Grant would 
meet a reception which would show 
him how much Birmingham waa in 
sympathy- with his country. After the 
health of the Queen was drauk tho 
Mayoi proposed that of the Prosidout 
of tho United States as a potentate 
whom all should honor. This was ro- 
ceived with due honor by the com- 
pany. OEamberlain, a member of 
parliament for Birmingham, then pro- 
posed the health of ex-President Grant 
iu a happy sjicoch. Gou. Grant, iu re- 
.sponso, referring to tho last sijeaker's 
allusion to the prompt disbandrneut of 
the army after the civil war, said: 
"We Arneridans claim so much poi- 
Honnl independence and moderate in- 
telligence that I do not believe it pos- 
sible for ono man to assume any more 
authority than tho constitution and 
laws give him. As to remarks which 
had been made regarding the beneiits 
which would accrue to America by tho 
establishment of freo trade the Gen- 
oral said ho had ;i kind of recollection 
that ICnglaiui horwolf had a protective 
tariir until her ninuufacLuros wore 
established. American manufactures 
^vere rapidly progressing and America 
was thus becoming a great free trade 
nation. [Laughter."] 

KANSAS. 
Manhas Ci'VY, Oct. 20. — A most gi- 
gantic .swindle was brought to light 
here to-day by the arrest of J.R;Ham, 
Edward L. Stevens and Geo. Miller ou 
a ref[uisiticMi from Gov. Hubbard of 
Texas on ;i charge of forging land titles 
and issuing ilocds for largo tracts of 
land in Texas. Tho swindle originat- 
ed with Ham aud a man named Thos. 
Tuilis of Austin. Ham and hia oonfe- 
dorates made a duplicate of the ' Na- 
tional and other souls and had obtain- 
ed signatures of niaiiy oilicials. They 
also had printed bore tho blank forms 
aud secret cojiies nf deeds necessary 
for their operations. All the titles and 
patents representing either the State 
or Government used by them were 
forged. An iininonse amount of land 
has been couveyed by them under 
many aliases, and to many dill'creut 
parties. About a year ago the atten- 
tion of Gov. Hubbard was called to tho 
matter and on looking into it a mon- 
strous swindle waa detected involving 
both tho State of Texas and tho United 
States. Tho authorities at, Washing- 
ton were inforinod and a special agent 
sent out hero who obtained a clue 
v/hich has beeu followed over since, re- 
sulting in Ihe fiimuitaneouB arrest to- 
day of sixty persons from different 
parts of the country who belong to tho 
gang. No loss than thirteen court- 
houses have been burned during tho 
past year to destroy evidence that 
could Ije brought against them. Tho 
sw.adlers Ham, Stevens and Miller 
left for Toias to-day in charge of the 
officers from that State.

Winnipeg, Oct. 1 — An important 
concession has been granted by the 
United States Goveruinont to facilitate 
the exportation of grain from Manitoba. 
The.Ocjlleotorqf^Gustpais at Pembina 
has received instfuctidiiij to allow grain 
sacks to be entered at that port for 
transportation to Duluth, via Moor- 
head. After the transfer to the cars 
has been completed, tho local officer is 
to seal the car, and if sacks containing 
grain are jroperly secured seals need 
not be attached, consequently no fee 
will bo exacted for transfer to the cars 
at tho head of river navigation. This 
will greatly facilitate the return of 
sacks, which is a great desideratum to 
exporters. , •■ 

On Saturdaiy their Esoellencies Lord 
and Lady Dufferin "drove the first ,t'7o 
spikes of tho Pacific Bailway, at Boni- 
face, witli a])propriato ceremonies. A 
dejuuor at tho City Ilv A, Winnipeg, 
followed, nearly one hundred aud 
fifty persons being iDresent. Lord 
Dull'oriu delivered an eloquent speech 
of throe-quarters of an hour's duration. 
A farewell reception followed. The 
Vice-Kegal party left by the steamer at 
5:30 p. ill. 

Halifax, Oct. 3. — Reports from the 
Magdalen Islands to iVIonday last state 
that on the 22ud and 23rd September 
it blew a terrific gale ■ at the Islands, 
veering fiuni the east to tho north, 
with an extraordinary liigh tide, doin 
reat damage to wharves, buildings 
haystacks, fences, etc. At Entry Is- 
land tho schooner Seai'lowor, of Port 
Hawkesbury, was driven ashore with 
the loss of her anchors, and still re- 
mains there. Her fishing outfit is a 
total loss, but hor crew were saved. 
At Amherst Island twenty-two fishing 
boats were driven ashore more or loss 
damaged, aud a number of haystacks 
woro destroyed. At House Harbour 
a large sloop belonging to the Mog- 
dalou Inlands Packing Company was 
driven from hor anchorage, capsized, 
aud lost. Her crew being on shore 
escaped . No other, casualties are re- 
jjorted. 

The Island fi.shermen have done very 
little. Codfish are reported plentiful 
off tho inshoro banks. Bait continues 
scarce. 

GoaouitG, Out., Oct. 3.— John Cope 
Mallory, who was said to be concerned 
in tho death of Miss Wade at Castle- 
ton, has delivered himself up to the 
Sheriff, and is now in gaol here. The 
trial of Smith aud Mallory will most 
likely come offat the fall Assizes which 
commence hero on the 15th inst. It is 
also expected that the Big Push trial 
will also come oft' this Assize. 

Salisbuky, N. B., Oct. 4.— -The 
Albert County Railroad was opened 
to day from Hillsboro' to Hopewell 
Corner with immense eclat. Lieut.- 
Gov. Tilloy and Mrs. Tilloy aud the 
leading citizens aud townspeople from 
all parts of the proviuce attended. The 
new road is forty-five miles long. Ad- 
dresses were presented to the Govern- 
or at Hillsboro' and at the terminus 
at Hopewell Corner. After dinner 
speeches were made by Goveonor 
Tilloy, James Doniville, M. P., A. E. 
Killain, and others. 

At Montreal the Ohief Justice again 
refused an application for the dis- 
charge of McAllister and Ryan, tho 
two men implicated iu the sho'oting of 
Elliott, and iu whose case the Grand 
Jury returned "no bill," The Chief 
Justice based his refusal on the possi- 
bility of the Crown preferring other 
bUls against the prisoners.

The adjourned coroner's inquiry into 
the circumstauces attediug the collision 
in the Ohannel between tho Avalanche 
and the Forest was resumed on the 20th 
ult. at Portland. Five bodies woro 
identified. Tho witness' examined 
included one of tlio persons who 
formed tho watch on board the Forest 
aud oue of the survivors of tho Aval- 
anche. The latter gave it as his opin- 
ion that had those in charge of the 
Forest put their holm "hard-a-port" 
thoy would have cleared the Avahiuche, 
and stated that although there were 
life buoys on board tho latter vessel 
there were uo instructions as to their 
use. The inquiry was at last reports 
adjourned. 

Four largo London firms were lately 
invited to tender for tho supply of 
cornigatod iron for huts to contain a 
liundrod tliousaiid liussian soldiers.

American Exoitalbility. 

General George McOlellan has beeu 
nominated for the Governorship of 
New Jersey by the Democratic State 
Convention. The scone which took 
placo at tho nomination was, described 
by tho New York papers, a most ex- 
traordinary one, resembling more tho 
impetuous excitement, of a critical 
moment in the French Chamber of 
Deputies than anything in accordance 
with Anglo-Soxon ideas. There were 
several candidates, oue of whom, Ab- 
bott, was looked upon as certain to 
obtain tho nomination. McClellau's 
name,,.was no t;^ mentioned at, all until 
on the roll being called a delegate from 
Essex county said: " I want to nom- 
inate as true a Democrat'cs over breath- 
ed, one who has a national as well as 
a local reputation; one who is free from 
all entangling aUiances, and who does 
not even desire -hisiname to-be .used. 
I nominate (General George B. Mc- 
Clellan." The New York "Times" 
thus describes what followed: For an 
instant the ticking of the clock could 
be heard, and this was tho last instant 
of order or silence until every delegate 
had left the hall, , . A, single yeli from 
the gallery was the first outbreak; then 
came a thousand of them. Delegates 
and spectators stood up and shouted. 
A delegate screamed, "Hurrah for 
little Mac." Huts aud handkerchiefs 
woro waved, "Hurrah, hurrah for little 
Mac," roared from all parts of the hall. 
'J'he magnates oic the platform were 
infected by this sudden enthusiasm; 
they rapped with their canes, stamped, 
shouted. Two gentlemen from Newark 
hugged each other. This outbreak 
subsided only when the delegates were 
exhausted. The confusion did not 
cease, but the wild demonstration did. 
The nominations were completed, and 
an unseen delegate moved that 
"George B. McClellan, Little Mac, 
be nominated as the candidate of the 
Now Jersey Domociats for Governor by 
acclamation." Another burst of wild, 
uncontrollable enthusiasm followed: 
men paid no more attention to 
tho Chairman than to the statue 
which was over his head. Then 
camo Goshen, McOlellan's home 
county. Tho Chairm.in said that Goshen 
couuty bad intended to vote for Bird, but 
it cast its unanimous vote for Goorge B. 
MoCloUan. From this time on there was 
no fiemblauce of order; the delegates took 
the control from the Chairman and kept 
it. The Chairman of the Morris delega- 
tion shouted that' Morris cotmfy hud' 
changed its voto to MoOlellan; "Mercer 
does tho same thing," came from the 
other side of tho iiall. "Hurrah! hurrah! 
Who next?' "Three cheers for little Mae." 
At this point the delegates, except those 
from Hudson county, wore in a frenzy. 
Men hugged each otlier;othersi.uehedbai'k 
and forth, ; shaking hands; some threw 
their hats to the ceilinp;; others waved 
their handkerchiefs. There are many 
points in which the citizens of the United 
ytates and those of the French Republic 
resemble each other, and curious parallels 
l)0tween them miiy be traced, but surely 
the enthusiasm which carried away a body 
of such shrewd and wide-a-wake persona 
as these "politieiaus" are has never been 
Burpussed in France. The result is the 
more surprising when wo aro told that 
not one cent was siient in McOlellan's in- 
terest, and not a particle of organized 
work was doncifor him.

Assanltuii^ a Beporter. 

At the Liverpool Police Court, Aid. 
Livingston, a Justice of the Peace, 
Chairman of the Watch Committee, 
aud a member of tho Town Council, 
was charged with having assaulted 
John N. Petrio, reporter, ou the oc- 
casion of tho recent bauquet iu celebra- 
tiou of the opening of the hxi Gallery 
by Lord Derby. Mr. Petrie alleged 
that he attended the banquet iu his 
professional capacity, and while leaning 
over a chair at the reporters' table 
Alderman Livingstone spoke to him in 
au uucourtcous manner, telling him to 
sit down, and before he had time to do 
so the alderman took him roughly by 
the shoulders aud pushed him to anoth- 
er part of the hall. Uo had written to 
tho alderman for an explanation aud 
apology, but both had been refused. 
The alderman's defence was that in his 
capacity of steward at the banquet 
complaint was made to him of Mr. 
Petiic standing up in frout of tho table 
of tlio principal guests, that ho asked 
Mr. Petrie to sit down, bu; neither 
roL'ghly nor improperly' removed Pe- 
trie, and ho thought an apology was 
rather due from Petrie than himself. 
Several witnesses were called on both 
sides, those for tho defence including 
some local magistrates. 'J'ho case was 
dismissed, tho magistrates being of 
opinion that tho charge was not sus- 
tained. Tho case excited considerable 
interest, the Court being crowded by 
local magistrates. 

A Qr«at Wedding. 

The announcement that the Duke of 
Norfolk is shortly to bcmairied to Lady 
['"lora Hastings has caused consider- 
able stir in tho lashionable circles. 
Tho Duke is now thirty years of ago. 
aud as the foremost per.souage amongst 
the laity of tlio llonian Catholic Church 
in this country, his uvirriago has been 
looked forward for some time, not only 
with interest, but with a certain religi- 
ousanxiety. LadyFlora is tho daughter 
of the late Countess of Loiuloun, who, 
upon tho death of tho late well-known 
sporting Marquia of Hastings in 1868, 
succeeded, alter an investigation of hor 
claims by the IJouso of Lords, to tho 
Scottish titles of Lpudoun. There is 
nothing, says tho Liverpool "Courier," 
to show that her ladyship is assooiatod 
in any way with the Ecmuii Catholics 
either by birth or education. Her 
father, Mr. Ahuoy Hustings, whoso 
patronymic is Clifton, was a wealthy 
Leicestershire squire, and patron of 
half a dozen livings in the Church of 
England, her mother also having been 
the patronast of two liviogi in tb9 Bame 



AUew Pope Renorted to be Elected. 

Private information has reached Lon- 
don (says a telegram to the Liverpool 
"Coui ier")from a person of tho highest 
rank in Rome, that a now Pope has 
been definitely elected. Tho new Pope 
is said to be Cardinal Panebianco, and 
he was elected in pectore at a secret 
conclave of cardinals, summoned last 
week in consequence of the then dan- 
gerous condition of the aged Pontiff's 
health. The conclave was attended by 
Cardinal Manning and Cardinal Cul- 
len. Accbrding to the precedent the 
Pontiff has informed him of the ap- 
pointment, and officially requested him 
to resign tho office of Grand Peniten- 
ziare.^ Pius IX, held the same oflice 
of Grand Ponitenziaro before his 
his accession to the the chair of St. 
Peter, and he relinquished tho office 
under similar circumstances. Cardinal 
Panebianco is a very old man, being 
within a year or two of seventy, but 
he is described as being likely to con- 
tinue the policy which Pope Pius has 
practised so long in opposition to tho 
so-called- encroachments of tiio civil, 
power.* Pius IX. is in his SGth year.
